o make that Submiffion, he picked out three Reggars 
on that Side the River for the Purpofe, whom he pre- 
railed on to go laft Sunday Night te Aequaviva’s Palace. 
The Cardinal received them very game » told them 
iit he was their Countryman (his Title being Cardi- 
tal of St. Cecilia beyond Tyber) that no Harm fhould 
iedone them, tho’ they had richly deferved it, and 
that they fhould not ftay with him many Days; and 
he gave each of them a Sequin, ordered that they fhould 
be ufed handfomely till they went home, and, in the 
mean time, fent 2 fmalt daily Allowance to their 
Wives. 

The Cardinal knew well enough all the While that

Friday and ‘Saturday lait the Minifters of the Em- 
peror and France at this Court, vifited each other for 
the firft Time fince the Declaration of the War. —— 
Wedanelday laft an Englith Gentleman lately arrived 
here with his Lady from London, and who’ has abjur’d 
the Religion of the Church of England, and embrac’d 
that of Rome, had a private Audience of the Pope, 
and a gracious Reception. —— They write from Naples, 
that the Court has fequefter’d all the Fiefs of the Fa- 
milies of Colonna, Borghefe, Cxfarini, Paleftrina, &c. 
becaufe the Princes or Heads of thofe Families that 
were in this City, did not repair to the Affiftance ot 
Cardinal Acquaviva, when the Farnefe and Spanith 
Palaces were attack’d. 

Leghorn, April 24. O.S. The intire Evacuation of 
Tufcany by the Spaniards, is only delay’d by the Rage 
of the Inhabitants of St. Peter’s Patrimony againft the 
Troops of that Nation, which is fo great, that the 
Duke de Montemar has been obliged to fend fome 
Troops that Way, and is obliged to keep others ina 
Readinefs to follow them, if Need fhould require. —~ 
The Matter of an Englith Ship lately arrived from 
Alexandria, fays, the Plague has made a terrible Havock 
at Grand Cairo, where, trom the 314 of January to the 
1zth of March, it has carried off about 100,000 Souls. 
——— There were near 100 Pieces of Cannon in the 
Dutchies of Parma and Placentia, which the Spaniards 
would fain have carried off ; but the ialifts would 
not part with them. —— The News Corfica is 
very variable ; fome Advices fay, that Lord Theodore 
is march’d with all his Troops to befiege Baftia; but it 
wants Confirmation. 

Ferrara, April 23. O.S. We are affured, that the 
Emperor has yielded the Dutchy of Mirandola to the 
Duke of Modena, as an Acknowled for that 
Prince’s declaring for him with fo much Zeal in the late 
War, and for his being in fome meafare deprived of his 
Dominions for the Attachment he conflantly fhew’d to 
the Houfe of Auftria. 

Venice May1. O. S. Two Days ago Proclamation 
was made, to the univerfal Joy of the Merchants, de- 
claring this City a Free Port for all Ships and Mer- 
chandife, fo that every Lading or Cargo for the future, 
that comes either by Land or Sea, is to pay but a Ducat 
at Entrance, and but half a Ducat at Exportation, ac- 
cording to a new Tariff which is juft come out of the 
Prefs. 

Warfaw, April 28. O. $. We hear that the Reffians 
before Afoph have taken all the Forts and Outworks 
round that City, and made themfelves Maiters of both 
Sides the River Don, and by Confequence of all the 
Avenues by which any Succours could be thrown into 
the Place ; fo thatthe Ruffian Flotilla has a Way open’d 
even to Conftantinople. "Twas on the 12th Inftant 
that the Befiegers attacked and took the important Fort 
of Luttich, which coft fo much Blood at the former 
Siege. ‘They found there 20 Pieces of Cannon, fome 
of which were Brafs, and took the Commandant, with 
50 Janiffaries, Prifoners of War. oni: 

Ratishon, May 6. O. S.. The Commifforial Decree 
which the Emperor fent to the Dyet, dated the 15th of 
March laft, whereby his Imperial Majefty defires its 
Approbation of the Preliminaries of the Peace, was re- 
ferred to the Confideration of the Aflembly of the Mini- 
tters of the Empire on the 30th ult. 

The Minifter who officiated in Quality of Direétor, 
reprefented, that the Affair in queftion confitted of two 
Points, viz. Whether the Dyet would confent to ap- 
prove, on the Part of the Empire, of the Preliminaries 
of Peace which the Emperor had agreed to with France ; 
and whether the Dyet would alfo confent to authorize 
his Imperial Majefty to treat, in the Name of the Em- 
pire, for bringing Matters to a happy Iffue, by grant- 
ing him the like full Power as they did in 1714, at the 
Conclufion of the Treaty ef Raftads. 

The Director added, *‘ That the Affurances contain'd 
‘ in the Emperor's Decree, that the prefent Negotia- 
‘ tion fhould, by no Means, infringe the Rights and 
‘ Prerogatives of the States of the Empire, were an 
¢ evident Proof of his Imperial Majefty’s Affection, and

Some faid indeed, * That it were to be withed the 
Peace could have been brought to a Conclufioh upon 
better Terms; but that the Hazards of War, and 
ather intervening Circumftances, fometimes demanded 
a Submiffion ta Neceflity : That therefore they fhouid 
not be averfe to the taking of a favourable Refolu- 
tion, if France would immediately evacuate the Forts 
remaining in her Power, withdraw all her Troops 
out of the Territory of the Empire, and. thereby 
guard againit every Incident that might create frefh 
Difputes.’ 

The Eleétor of Bavaria’s Minifter declared, ‘ That 
his Mafter, like a.true Patriet, was glad to fee an 
End put to fo burdenfome a War; and, be added, 
that, forthe Advancement of the falutary Work ‘of 
Peace, he was for giving the Emperor fuch a fell 
Power as was prefcribed by the Treaty of Weitphalia, 
and the fundamental Laws of the Empire; that, as to 
the Great Dutchy of Tufcany, and the Dutehies of 
Parma and Placentia, which were to be confidered as 
Fiefs of the Empire, they ought to conform to what 
was regulated by the Dyet, when they gave their 
Approbation to the sth Article.of the Treary of Lor- 
don, or that called the Quadruple Alliance; but that as 
it were very much to be withed the States of the Em- 
pire may act jointly with the Emperor in the Nego- 
tiations of the Peace, it feemed proper. to deiure de 
Declaration from his Imperial Majefly, that what 
has been done in the prefent Cafe, fhalinot bea Pre- 
cedent for the future, and that he moreover be defired 
to inform the Dye:, whatare to be thofe Countries of 
Lorain, by virtue of which the Duke of that Nashe 
is to preferve his Seat and Suffrage in the Aflembly 
of the States of the Empire, becaufe that Prince can 
have no Right thereto for his Italian Dominions, tho’ 
they be Fiets of the Empire.’ 

The Minifter of Bavaria faid moreover, ‘ That the 
Elector his Mafter, fuch, was the Fidelity and Affection 
with which his Birth and Dignity infpired him, for 
the Empire, heartily with'd this Peace might have all 
the Succefs and Solidity pofhble, but that he fhould 
neverthelefs be upon his Guard, as well as heretofore, 
againft any Prejudices which his Family might faffer ; 
without rage to have any Cencern in Matters 
a might the, Rights and Liberties of the 

pire.” 

Other Miniffers faid, ‘ the Duke of Lorain merited a 
particular Acknowledgment on the Part of the States 
of the Empire, for the Sacrifice which that Prince had 
made of his Dominions, in favour of the Re-eftablifh- 


‘ ment of the publick Tranquility.’ And fome of the 
Minifters toak Notice of the Advantages the Emperor 
and Empire would reap from the Guaranty, to which 
France was engag’d, of the Pragmatict Sanfion. The
